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For the first time in the history of the Society, the Sunday 
morning lectures have been continued throughout the year 
at Kensington Town Hall without a break, excepting on 
Easter Sunday, Whit Sunday, and the first Sunday in 
August. The Spring session was extended to the second 
Sunday in July, and the Autumn session commenced on 
the 22nd of September. This increased the number of 
ordinary meetings by four. In response to the expressed 
desire of a number of members Sunday lectures were also 
given from July 21st to September 15th. Mr. S. Lorsignol 
kindly consented to organise these gatherings, which may 
be considered to have been very successful. The lecturers 
were members of the Society who gave their services volun- 
tarily, and the expenses of hiring the room, etc., amounting 
to £6 18s. 4d., were met by special collections, a subscrip- 
tion, and a small grant from the Society’s general funds. 
The Committee desires to record its sincere thanks to Mr. 
S. Lorsignol for undertaking the work of conducting this 
experiment. 


On May 12th a discussion meeting was held in place of 
the regular Sunday morning lecture, the subject being ‘‘ The 
Ethical Movement and the Temperance Question.” 


On June 3rd the Congress addresses were delivered by 
Mr. J. Clarke, Mr. G. A. Smith, Mr. P. H. Thomas, and 
Miss Vallance. Dr. Coit presided. 


On June 23rd the Ninth Anniversary of the Society was 
celebrated by a special form of service including a reception 
of new members. The address was given by Dr. Coit, on 
“The Religion of Ethical Fellowship.” 


Discussion meetings commencing on January 15th have 
been held fortnightly throughout the year, excepting during 
the summer recess. The first meeting took place at Kelms- 
cott House, Hammersmith, by kind permission of the late 
Mrs. Marillier; those following, by the kind invitation of 
Mrs. Coit, at 30 Hyde Park Gate. The subjects discussed 
were “The Principles and Aims” of the Society. They 
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have been exhaustively dealt with and revised, and finally 
adopted in their new form at the last meeting, held on 
December 4th. 


An organ has been purchased, and the services of Mr. 
Norman O’Neill engaged as organist and conductor of the 
choir. Under his direction fortnightly practices in singing 
have been held at 30 Hyde Park Gate, to which all members 
have been invited. As a result, the musical portion of the 
Sunday morning meetings has shewn considerable improve- 
ment and has been made more attractive. 


During the year 53 new members have joined and there 
have been 8 resignations. Last year there were 13 new 
members and 11 resignations. The membership of the 
Society now numbers 195. The Committee regrets to 
chronicle the deaths of the following members: Miss Lytton 
Hall, Mrs. Marillier, and Miss K. J. Price. 


The Committee is pleased to record that the Society has 
been able to render valuable financial assistance to the Union 
of Ethical Societies by raising an amount of £53 11s. 8d. 
towards the rent of the Union’s new offices, 19 Buckingham 
Street, Strand. Of this sum £33 18s. 6d. has been guaran- 
teed annually for three years. Through securing these new 
and more convenient premises the Council of the Union has 
been able to form what is practically a School of Ethics. 
Courses of lectures and classes were given at 19 Buckingham 
Street during the Autumn, and were on the whole well 
attended. Other and more comprehensive courses have been 
arranged for the three months ending March 30th, to which 
the Committee begs to call the attention of members. 


The Moral Instruction League, to which the Society is 
affiliated, received help from members of the Society in 
obtaining signatures to a petition to the London School 
Board asking that Moral Lessons should be given to children 
withdrawn from religious instruction. The League was not 
successful in obtaining the end sought, but it brought the 
whole question of Moral Teaching to the notice of a large 
number of parents, and found considerable feeling in favour 
of its views. The League is now engaged in petitioning the 
Education Board to insert compulsory lessons on civil and 
personal duties in its code. 


Miss Z. Vallance and Mr. F. J. Williams acted as Organiz- 
ing and Corresponding Secretaries pro tem. respectively for 
the first quarter of the year, after which Mr. W. Sanders was 
elected and has since occupied the position of Secretary.

STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES AND AIMS. 
Our Principles are :— 


1.—The good life has supreme claim upon us, and this 
claim rests on no external authority, and on no system of — 
supernatural rewards or punishments, but has its origin 
in the nature of man as a social and rational being. 


_2.—In practice the good life is to be realised by performing 
such duties as are commonly recognised and are morally 
acceptable, and, further, by fulfilling obligations not yet 
enjoined by the general social conscience. ‘ 


3.—Since the claim of the good life upon us is supreme, 
the moral ideal must be set up as the object of religious 
devotion—religion being allegiance to an object to which 
supreme devotion is regarded as due. 


Our Aims are :— 


1.—To assist in developing the Science of Ethics. 
2.—Without denying or affirming a life after death, ora 
reality beyond experience, to teach that we ought to make — 
our moral ideas and our moral life independent of these — 
beliefs. : 
3.—To emphasise the moral factor in all personal, social, 
political, national and international relations. 
4.—By purely natural and human means to help men to 
love, know, and do the right. 
3.—By membership in our society to gain the strength 
and inspiration that come from moral fellowship. 


RULES OF THE SOCIETY. 


Adopted Fuly 9th, 1893, and amended Fanuary 28th, 1894, 
and April 6th, 1897. 


NAME AND OBJECT OF THE SOCIETY. 


I-—The name of the Society shall be THE West LONDON 
ETHICAL SOCIETY. - 


[I.—The object of the Society is to contribute, both by 
precept and in practice, to spread moral influences on @ 
non-dogmatic basis. 
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MEMBERS OF THE SOCIETY. 


III.—-The members of the Society shall be all those who 
sympathise with its aims, and who pay a subscription. 


IV.—The Committee shall have power to remove names 
from the register of members, for some definite cause of 
offence, to be stated in the resolution removing them ; the 
Committee’s action being subject to an appeal to the Society. 


OFFICERS OF THE SOCIETY. 
V.—The honorary officers of the Society shall be :— 
A President. 


A Treasurer or Treasurers. 
A Secretary or Secretaries. 
An Auditor or Auditors. 


VI.—The President, Auditor, and a Committee of fourteen ” 
members, shall be elected annually at the Annual Business 
Meeting of the Society. The Hon. Treasurer and the Hon. 
Secretary shall be chosen annually by the Committee from 
its own members. 


VII.—The election of Auditor and Committee shall pro- 
ceed by signed nominations, forwarded fourteen clear days 
before the day fixed for the election to one of the Secretaries, 
who shall send a list of the nominations to each member 
entitled to vote, four clear days before the election. The 
election shall be by ballot. The President shall be elected 
by a vote of the General Meeting. 


MEETINGS OF THE SOCIETY. 


’ VIII.—The Annual Business Meeting of the Society shall 
be held in January. Four clear days before that Meeting 
the Committee shall circulate a Report and Balance Sheet 
made up to December 31st. The consideration of these and 
the election of officers shall take precedence of all other 
business.
